of Fuel Controller Magrath at Ottawa on July 3rd, last, some very im- 
i _ portant results to fuel consumers at Belleville have been brought about. 

: On July 8th Capt. B. A. Magrath arrived in Belleville and 
4menced.a four-day investigation into local fuel prices. 

The prices then being.charged by the dealers was $12.50 a ton. The 
price had advanced 50 cents a tof on July ist from the price of $12 that 
had prevailed during the months of April, May and June. . 

On Saturday, July 13, the Belleville coal dealers, on their own re- 
sponsibility, reduced the price of coal one dollar a ton, the new Price be- 
ing $11.60 a ton. That price has been in effect up to this morning.

Ottawa and the new regulation has now gone into effect. 
What Does the Consumer Get? 

What does this order secure for the coal consumer at Belleville? ‘That 
is the question. 
| According. to the statements submitted by three of. the largest 
| Belleville dealers, the invoice cost of coal at Oswego is $7.01. Freight 
from Oswego to Belleville is quoted by two of the dealers at $1.25. Ma- 
rine Insurance amounts to & cents a ton and harbor dues, 10 cents a ton. 

The cost of coal therefore f.o.b,.boat at Belleville to the dealers 
who have been paying that price at Oswego for their coal is $8.41. Add 
to this $2.65, “margin" allowed after the coal leaves the boat and you 
have the proper retall selling price at Belleville—$11.06 a ton.

Water freight, Oswego to Belleville, we are informed was formerly 
&0 cents a ton. Freight rates on our railways are fixed by the Govern- 
ment.. Why has the Government made no attempt to fix freight rates on 
our waterways? Canada has spent several hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars on improvements to our system of inland water routes and yet we 
have not one word to say as to what prices may be charged for the car- 
rying of freight over those waterways. 

The fixing of a maximum margin to cover expenses abd profits ‘of the| 
local dealers is a new and very sensible departure on the part of the 
Dominion Controller. 

In an editorial published in The Ontario on July 13th under the 
heading, “Doing Business Expensively,” we pointed out a serious weak- 
nessa in the system under which Mr. Magrath was endeavoring to controt 
the fuel situation in Canada. There was nothing in the regulations to 
prevent the dealers paying exorbitant salaries to their office assistants or 
Tunning up unreasonable expense accounts for unloading and delivering 
the coal.

Turkey had “been given her slice of 
Roumania she would have~been in 
possession by this time, whereas the 
strips thrown to her from the Rus- 
sian carving she may never get, and 
once in possession, she would have 
to fight to retain them. ‘ 

Furthermore, Turkey has had to 
give up her most precious possession, 
outside of Constantinople, to the en- 
emy. Britain ts in Mesopotamia, in 
permanent possession; Britain is al- 
so in Jerusalem and the surrounding 
country, and the same power has 
strengthened greatly her position In 
Egypt. * 

Germany rendered little or no as- 
sistance In Turkey in fighting the 
“Infidel” England in entering her 
‘sacred possessions, and the time is 
gone to expect ald from that quarter. 
Turkey, sooner or later, must save 
herself, and as a “‘last resorter” she 
has many times confounded the pro- 
phets in thelr predictions of her 
overthrow, 

America is not yet at war with 
Turkey. The State Department has 
its reasons, other than sentimental, 
we hope, and the main one Is report- 
ed to be a promise to break with 
Germany at the first opening. We 
are in the same position with Bul- 
garia. When Turkey moves, Bul- 
garia will respond; {€ not now, later, 
whenever it is certain that Germany 
is going to be defeated. 

Turkey has often p:ayed both ends 
against the middle. When Great 
Britain feared Russia and her de- 
signs upon India, Turkey was under 


guardianship of the Union Jack: The} 


Crimean War was waged by Eng-| 
land, France and Turley against} 
Russia to save the Turkish empire 
from Russian dominfon; and when al 
score of years later, Russia was 
about to capture Canstantinople in 
the Russo-Turkish war, the British 
fleet. appeared in the straits with-an 
order of “Hands Off! 

It was when Russia and England 
came together in the present war, 
that Turkey changed her allegiance 
and joined the Hun standard. It was 
claimed that Turkey was justified, 
because the intent was to turn over 
Constantinople to Russia and give 
that empire her century-old aim of 
a “window: on the sea.’ Bui the 


best laid plans of mice and men,|; 


yelept diplomats, go wrong. and Rus- 


sia is no longer worthy of fear or dis- 


trust or anything but contempt from 
the powers that so long saw the 
“bear that walked Hke a man” in 
their dreams. Turkey, since the 
disappearance of Russia as a factor, 
has little to fear froin the Allies, 
and no selfish reason to cling to the 
Central Powers. ey, 

On the other hand the defection of 
Turkey will mean the end of the 
“Mittle Europa” ambition of the 
Kaiser. It will cut-the scheme falir- 
ly in the middle. 

Four years ago Germany scemed 
all powerful, a world-scourge, that 
would take the rest of mankind a 
long time to overcome. And yot 
when Germany begins to show signs 
of failing, Mke all bullies, she will 
collapse quickly.. She has held her 
allies by! fear, and self-interest, nnd 
not by Jove or respect.

Some have no doubt asked the 
question, Did the campaign of 1917 
to increase production of hogs bring 
results? In the last month one 
would think: that our township has 
at least not declined along ‘the Une 
of producing pork,even though ithe 
price of the feed. used for that pur- 
pose was never so bigh by many 
per bushel or dollars per hun- 
dredwéight. With barley at over 
$4.00 per cwt., rye as high as $4.45 
and corn at $3.75, it took some cour- 
age to carry it to the hogpen when 
the price began to sink toward the 
$17 per cwt. mark. 

However, it is a question if more 
finished hogs have gone out in the 
same length of time. 

In three weeks the United Farm- 
ers around Tweed sent out six car- 
joads, amounting to 327 hogs. 

Eighteen cents was paid for the 
last shipment on July 18th, and 
$17.50 the week before. Messrs. 
Kerr & Coulter also loaded at the 
same place, bringing in hogs from 
the surrounding townships and send- 
ing them out with those secured here 
making the Tweed stockyards one of 
the liveliest spots in the town at 
this season of the year. 

The United Farmers are also send- 
ing out lambs, sheep, calves and cat- 
tle for those who wish them to han- 
dle them. 

Each man’s animals are marked 
before leaving and an account of 
the markings sent abead of the stock 
to the man’ buying them or to the 
market. 

The buyer weighs each man’s 
stock and takes note of the markings 
according to the list sent him. . He 


ater them according to quality 


and prices them at market prices, 
sends down a statement of each and 
a cheque for the whole. 

The shipper then writes out a 
jcheque for each man's amount less 
per cent. for handling, where no one 
koes with them, or a fraction more 
where a man's ume and expenses are 
extra. 

The good stock yields splendid re- 
turns as one man received over $51 
for a pair of dry ewes weighing 340 
pounds at Tweed. Another last week 
got $63 for a pair of fat calves which 
weighed 385 pounds at Toronto, 
while some of the poorer ones sold 
at 124% cents per Ib., Toronto weight

to report for duty on a day now past and have 
failed so to report ; or who, having reported 
and obtained leave o! absence. have failed to 
report at the expiry of thei: teave, or have 
‘become deserte-s froin. Ou: _ Expeditionary 
Force, PROVIDED THEY REPORT FOR 
DUTY.ON-OR BEFORE THE TWENTY 
FOURTH DAY OF AUGUST 1918.” 


ANL WE DO HEREBY STRICTLY 
WARN AND SOLEMNLY IMPRESS 
UPON ALL SUCH MEN, and as well those 
who employ, harbour, conceal or assist them 
in their disobedience, that, if they persist in 
their failure to report, absence or desertion 
until the expiry of the last mentioned day, 
they. will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE CON- 
VENED TO TRY SUCH CASES or other 
competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, -harbour, conceal’ or. assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei-

“f venture to assert that If you 
measure the legs of everyone ir this 
court you will not find a person who 
has a pair of equal length,” said Dr. 
C. W, Cooke in giving evidence in a 
London court. 

“The human body is not symmet- 
rical, as is commonly believed,” said 
a widely known doctor. ©The legs 
vary in length and circumference, 
and the arms as well. The right hand 
fs usually bigger than the left, be- 
cause it {s'used more. The head fs 
by no means regular in form—in 
fact, it Is often as not lopsided. 

“The left leg is generally a lttle 
longer than the right, presumably to 
counteract the overbalancing effect 
on the body of the right arm, which 
{s usually somewhat heavier and 
longer than the left, since ninety-five 
out of every hundred people use their 
right arm more than their left. The 
eyes, too, are nearly always different 
both in shape and strength, aad 
through sleeping more on one side 
than another every man's ears are 
tilted at different angles. Feet, too, 
are nearly always unlike in shape, 
due frequently to the wearing of ill- 
fitting boots.—London Mirror.

Ottawa, Aug 5.—The propsed 
action of the United States in in- 
creasing the draft age for. military 
sérvice makes the enactment similar 
to that of Canada, with the exception 
that the American minimum will be 
18, while in this country it is 19. 

- When the recent treaty for recipro- 
cal conscription was negotiated one 
of the anomalies was the difference 
in militery ages between the two 
countries.’ The understanding was 

~ that the Americans would raisc their 

‘ Umit to correspond with ours and 

with that of the other countries to 
which, ultimately, similar treaties 
will apply. Secretary Baker's an- 
nouncement is along the anticipsted 
Mne. 
As far as‘calling up is concerned, 
Canadian military effort will contin- 
“me to be governed by the Military 
Service Act. Men up to 45 are elig- 
~° ible for service, but only single men 
or widowers without children have 
80 far been summoned to the colors. 
The indications all point to the 100,- 
000 men—the ‘limit of the Act— 
being secured from this first cluss. 
If Parliament raises the imit, and 
it s done by another process, then 
the extra men will be secured by call- 
ing up one or more extra classes. 
Which particular ages would be call- 
ed will be a matter\for consideration, 
when the time comes, In any event, 
the Military Service Act is equal to 
the situation, and raising the age 
Umit in the United States, which is 
essentially In the line of conforming 
to the Canadian law, will not call

The interests which are 
mainly affected by this legislation 
are the wholesale trade, manufac- 
turers, the retail trade. banking 2nd 
financial Interests. The act was 
fally considered by the wholesale 
and manufacturing interests for a 
period of nearly one year before the 
act’ was introduced. Copies of the 
act were distributed to the manu- 
facturers, wholesalers. retail asso- 
ciations und other interests. The sub- 
ject was discussed by the members 
of the Dominion Retail Association 
at its general meeting held in ‘To- 


























mittee was appointed to go into the 
act carefully. This committee 
brought fn a report favorable to the 
act generally, but suggested a num- 
ber of alterations. most of which 
were allowed by the special commit- 
tee of the house of commons. 

Banking interests were consultcd 
before the act was Introduced, and 
during the time it wus before 
special committee of the house. 
Chartered accountants’ associations 
were notified and the special commit- 
tee recelved considerable assistance 
from a number of chartered § ac- 
countants who made suggested al- 
terations.

groups of armies under him have in 
three weeks wrested from the Ger- 
mans what required four months for 
them to obtain ata cost variously es- 
timated at from 700,000 to 1,000,- 
000 men. 

The immediate resulta of the coun- 
ter-offensives which will have the 
greatest bearing on subsequent op- 
erationa are the clearing of the 
Chateau Thierry pocket, ending the 
menace to Epernay and Paris; the 
liberation of Montodidier, ending 
menace to Amiens; the freeing of the 
important eastern railroad line from 
Paris to Chalons, and the equally im- 
portant northern Ine from Paris to 
Amiens, restoring to the allies means 
of communication which give them 
enormously greater ease in future 
movements of troops. 

These successes render impossible 
any rupture of the line which would 
separate the French armies of the 
centre from those to the cast or a 
rupture of the junction between the 
French and British. The most disas- 
trons consequence to the Germans 
aside from the heavy losses they 
sustained in men and material, is the 
collapse of their plan to drive wedges 
{nto the allied nes and the subse- 
quent widening and joining which 
would have threatened general dis- 
location.

Pigs usually han‘lle newly-thresh-j 


ed grain without much trouble, al- 
though if on very heavy rations when 
finishing for “market a Httle care 
should be taken that they be not 
thrown off their feed. Newly-thresh- 
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ed grain is difficult to grind fine and 
is not easily stored and large quan- 
uties of the ground grain may not 
be stored in bulk as heating and 
musting will result in lowering the 
feeling value of the grain by ren- 
dering it unpalatable and less digest- 
ible. Musty grain is more dangerous 
than clean, new grain.—Prof. W. 
Toole, Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph.

A thousand men attending the 
army training school here formed a 
threshing crew on seventeen acres 
of land belonging to the State School 
for the Deaf, a few days ago. A 
band of forty pleces furnished music 
while they carried the wheat to the 
threshers.

More Flour Used | 


| 


Ottawa, Aug. 23.—In spite of re-| 
strictions Imposed by the Canada} 
Food Board for the compulsory use 
of substitutes the consumption of 
flour in Canada for purely domestic 
purposes has been steadily Increas-/ 
ing. as indicated by_ figures prepar- 
ed by the labor department. For 
Instance, it is stated that in May 
some 7,000 more barrela of flour 
were consumed than In April. One 
of the reasona advanced by students 
of the situation here is the fact that 
the wrapping of bread has for a 
considerable’ time past been pro- 
hibited by the food board. The wrap- 
ping of bread, it is held, not only 
protected the loaf from coatamina- 
tion, but setved to preserve it for a 
‘mach longer period than the un- 
wrapped loaf; This, it is contemied, 
would be especially true of the loaf 
made from standard flour, which tn 
the first place has not the keeping 
qualities of the old pure flour loaf. 
Tt ts atated that as a consequence 
of the order preventing wrapping 
(which, by the way, did not add to 
the price of the loaf} many’ people 
shave! off the’ crusts, while. others 
washed the bread’ thus further de- 
tracting from’ its keeping’ qualities.

and-travelled to the Continent by way of this country, He de- 
cided to discharge the continental portion of his mission first, 
and since February he has been in Italy, Greece and France, 
where he has visited the naval squadrons, ports‘and arsenals, 
and also the great munition works. He is now about to make 
a similar study here, and the Brazilian Naval Mission will be 
permanently established in this country until the end of the 
war. The object of the mission, stated in official language, is 
“to follow the operations of the war of the allied squadrons, 
and to superintend the naval operations of Brazil in Europe.” 

So far Brazilian co-operation in the war has heen mainly, 
though by no means exclusively, naval. “Since war was de- 
clared,” said Admiral de ‘Mattos, “‘we have carried out patrol 
work in conjunction with the British and American navies for 
the protection of allied commerce. Our ships have operated in 
this manned in several zones of allied traffic. Again, when 
the’ war broke out, there were 53 German merchant ships in- 
terned in Brazilan ports These have been teken over by the 
Brazilian Government, and 39 of them, representing a . ton- 
nage of 250,000 tons, have been ceded to France in order to re- 
lieve the maritime transport difficulties of that country. We 
have also had submarine chasers at “work.” It may be ex- 
plained that the Brazilian Navy, though not a large one, is up- 
to-date. It includes two 20,000-ton battleships, two cruisers, 
10 destroyers, and a number of submarines. Practically all 
these vessels have been built for the Brazilian Government in 
British yards, and the navy in the creation of the present Min- 
ister of Marine, Admiral Alexandrino de Alencar. 

“TI always entertained hopes that the submarine menace 
would be overcome,” sald Admiral de Mattos. “What I” have 
seen since I came to Europe has augmented these hopes. I am 
more confident than ever. In fact, I consider that the submar- 
ine war is already in its death throes. The submarine is defi- 
nitely beaten.” 

Apart from naval co-operation, Brazil has 50 military sur- 
geons working in hospitals in London and Paris, and she has 
sent a large number of naval and military airnren to Europe. 
The former are training in England; the latter are in France. 
Furthermore, Brazil has been able to send quantities of meat, 
cereals, and other foodstuffs to the allies. “All these foodstuffs 
are very plentiful,” said Admiral de a

Speaking of the effect of the war upon condi 
zil, Admiral de Mattos said the country was very prosperous.

Scores of additional towns have been captured by the French, 
British and American troops, the Americans having entered the fray with 
the French northwest of Solssons, while the old German salient in the 
allied lines now has been flattened out and the allies themselves have 
dug deeply into the enemy’s terrain. y 

The first trap in which the enemy finds himsclf is the triangle form- 
ed by the sharp curve of the Somme river with Peronne its apex, and with 
Curlu, on the Somme, and Fresnes, respectively, its northern and south- 
ern bases. This.triangle is a little more than three miles deep and six 
miles wide, and in it the Germans are fighting with their backs towards 
the Somme of both the north and the east. 

Desperate. resistance is being offered by the enemy in order that his 
men may have time to reach a haven of safety, across the stream, but 
the British aro hard after thelr quarry and, with the French a little to 
the south almost up to the river to ald them by an outfianking movement, 
it would seem that the odds are heavily against the Germans. . 

It was the French troops who sprang the other trap. With the Tall 
of Chaulnes the French forces routed the enemy over ‘a front of 19 miles 
and penetrated the region to a depth of nearly seven miles. From th 
north of Chagines to Nesle the penetrathion of the French reached the 
heights on the left bank of the Somme; southward the advance left the 
French along the Canal du Nord at various pointa between Nesle and the 
outskirts of Noyon gains also were made, and Noyon and the entire re- 
gion between Nesle and Solssons now are in a great pocket and with the 
French pincera working hard to close up on It. 

The Americans are fighting with the French northeast of Solssons 
in the operation which has fn view the blotting out of the Noyon sector, 
and the outflanking of the Aisne and old Chemin des Dames positions. 
Official reports have the Americans and French fighting violently with 
the enemy around Juvigny and Chavigny, where they. have gained some 
ground. The Americans ave successfully sustained several heavy enemy 
coulter-attacks In’ this region.

Leak of the Oil 

While no definite cause can be as- 
cribed to the outbreak, it is assumed 
that the blaze originated in the en- 
gine room from a leak of the oil 
and that the “sweat of oll occasioned 
by continuous carrying of the Inflam- 
mable fiuld “candied” and ignited 
the interior woodwork. Despite 
strenuous efforts to ‘prevent the 
fames spreading to the oil stored In 
the water ballast tanks, this In turn 
became ignited with the consequent 
crumpling up of vessel's hull under 
the terrific heat. ;

“In the first year of the reign of 
the Tri dynasty a shamahi (traveling 
priest) named Heul-Sen came to King 
Chen from the land of Fu-Sang, re- 
lating tho flowing narrative: 

“Fo-Sang is situated twenty thous- 
and li (Chinese miles) or more to the 
east of the country of the great Han 
(which is also situated east of the 
country of the Middle Kingdom). It 
produced many fu-sang trees, whence 
comes its name. Tho leaves of the 
fu-sang are like those of the tree 
that the Chinese call tong. Its first 
shoots look like those of the bamboo. 
The inhabitants of the country eat 
them as also the fruit, which Is in 
the form of a pear, although of red 
color. From Its bark thread is made, 
which they weave to make their 
clothing. They also make from it fine 
clothes and brocades. The houses in 
which they lve are made of grass, 
They, have neither fortress ner walled 
elties. They have a kind of writing 
and they make paper from the bark 
of the fu-sang. They have no weap- 
ons, nor do they make war. 

“The laws of\ the country ordain 
that there:shall be two’ prisons, one 
of them fh the north, and the other in 
the south Those who commit offen- 
ees of little Importance are confined
